President Asks For Laws For 
Philippines. 


HOT LIKELY AT 
THIS 
SESSION. 


Borne MeiuIn*rn ho Asserted—Taft Asked 
That hpoouer Jill I Be I’asse ti — Tacifk-a- 
tiou of the ltebeis Proceeding favor­ 
ably, According to Reports Received. 


Washington, 
Jan. 
26.-—The 
brie! 
recommendation in the message of the 
8 
resident sent to the senate urging 
nmediate legislation in the interest 
of the Filipinos caused general sur­ 
prise among senators and occasional 
•peculation upon the probability of 
an extra session of congress immedi­ 
ately after March 4. 
Senators gener­ 
ally say that they have had no inti­ 
mation from the white house that a 
special session of the entire congress 
may be desirable, but they unite as 
one man in saying that no Philippine 
legislation is possible during the re­ 
mainder of this session. 
The 
president 
transmitted to the 
■enate a report of the secretary of 
war, enclosing the report of the Taft 
Philippine commission. 
In his mes­ 
sage of transmittal the president says 
that the report includes not only the 
reports of the commission, but its 
act of legislation and other important 
Information relating to the condition 
and immediate wants of the Philip­ 
pine islands. 
Concluding, the president says: 
President Recoin mend* Legislation. 
“I earnestly recommend legislation 
under which the government of the 
Islands may have authority to asslt 
In their peaceful industrial develop­ 
ment in the directions indicated by 
the secretary of war.” 
Secretary Root’s letter of transmit­ 
tal Is dated Jan. 24, addressed to the 
president, and is in part as follows: 
“I beg leave to supplement my an­ 
nual report of Nov. 30, 1900. by trans­ 
mitting a report made by the Phil­ 
ippine commission on that date, but 
only recently received at the war de­ 
partment. 
At the same time I wish 
to call attention to some conditions 
existing 
in 
the 
Philippine islands 
which indicate that the development 
of that country along the lines of 
peaceful lndu trial progress now re­ 
quires the exercise of powers of civil 
government not vested in this depart­ 
ment. nor in you as military comman­ 
der, but requiring a grant of authority 
from tile congress. 
“Tile commission gives a gratifying 
account of the progress made in the 
pacification of the country, and the 
gradual subsidence of guerilla war­ 
fare. 
Information 
received 
subse­ 
quent to the date of the report con­ 
firms the favorable anticipations of 
the commission. A personal letter re­ 
ceived by me from Judge Taft, dated 
Dec. 14, 1900, says: 
44 4Since writing you about 3,000 in­ 
surgents In Ilocos Norte have surren­ 
dered and 10.000 persons who were 
not well effected towards us in Pa nay 
have taken the oath of allegiance. 
I 
have already received two papers from 
native priests, 18 in number, and I am 
told that there will be a great many 
other papers signed by a great many 
more native priests, tendering their 
allegiance to the United States and 
promising ndelity without mental re­ 
serve. 
The native priests are those 
who have held out longest in favor 
of the insurgents and 
against the 
Americans, and I deem this action 
as of great Importance. 
The army 
Is hitting small but 
hard 
knocks 
against 
the 
Insurgents everywhere. 
Since the election there has been a 
great falling off In the activity of the 
Insurgent** in aggressiveness.4 
Secretary Root further said in part 
that on the 22d of January he receiv­ 
ed a dispatch, which he gave, in the 
course of which Judge Taft suggested 
that if advisable he communicate to 
senators and representatives a recom­ 
mendation that the Spooner bill he 
passed and pointing out Its urgent 
necessity. 
Another DlMpatch From Taft. 
A dispatch from Judge Taft, dated 
Jan. 9, 1901. says:

in this country.

The fact is that 
this traffic is more rigidiv and cffoc- 
tivelv regulated 
and 
kent 
within 
hounds in tho cltv of Manila than in 
any city of sbnilnr or greater size in 
toe United States. 
The report itself is a very volumin­ 
ous production, divided 
Into many 
heads, and exhibiting the 
progross 
made by the commission In carrying 
out its nlnns for the Americanization 
of the island.

The heavy trade in pig iron at bet­ 
ter prices, the larger uistnbutiou oi 
dry goods a t a arm er range oi quo­ 
tations and the rush to secure prompt 
delivery of boots and shoes, ail indi­ 
cate that business may have e.^eaped 
one of those weary readjustm ents oi 
prices which iiu*e proved oiteu so 
trying iii recent years, 
.lobbing trade 
in the interior is good, and collections 
continue excellent. 
Bank clearings at 
New York gain 52.1 per cent over 
I UUU aud 1.3 per cent over IMW for 
the week, while at leading cities out­ 
side New York there is a gain of 9.9 
per cent over 1900 aud 3.4 per cent 
over 1899. 
Railroad 
earnings thus 
far reported for January show a gain 
of 11.4 per cent over last year aud 
24.G per cent over 1S99. 
A fter a week of quiet conditions, 
partly due to uncertainty regarding 
competition among leading interests, 
the iron and steel industry lins taken 
another long Stride forward. The fea­ 
ture was enormous buying of pig iron 
at an advance to $13.25 at Pittsburg. 
This sudden activity in the raw m a­ 
terial removed fear th at stocks might 
be accumulating at furnaces and gave 
some idea of the heavy contracts for 
finished products taken by the mills. 
In some directions there is less for­

Editor News Review—In your report 
of 
the proceedings

recent 
meeting of the board of education you 
rem ark that for the want of business 
the 
session, although unusually well 
attended, was one of the briefest on 
record. Under the circumstances, per­ 
haps, they will be grateful for sug­ 
gestions along the line of business. 
I 
respectfully offer the following: 
In our public schools there are en­ 
rolled a number 
of 
pupils residing 
within the 
corporation and entitled 
to all the privileges of 
the 
city’s 
schools, who are obliged to bear an 
unequal burden in availing themselves 
of these 
privileges—in 
certain 
in­ 
stances doubtless proving an absolute 
barrier to their doing so. 
I refer to 
those residing in the suburban 
or 
outlying districts, and who must incur 
the expense of their own transporta­ 
tion. 
These are* chiefly scholars 
of 
the 
higher grades, who must needs 
attend the Central building. Now why 
cannot our very efficient, progressive, 
wide-awake board of education come 
forward in this case and meet Hie exi­ 
gencies of the 
situation by making 
some provision for the extra expense 
of those who are obliged to patronise 
the street cars. 
All will agree that 
every part of a school district, so far 
as it is practicable, should be 
placed 
on an equal footing. # The great aim 1 
of our school system Is to provide for 1 
the education of the m asses—to bring 
it home to the people and to encour­ 
age all who are eligible to avail them ­ 
selves to the utm ost of all the privi­ 
leges and benefits for which it pro­ 
vides. 
Would it not fhen 
be 
wise 
and in keeping with the genius and 
spirit of our free school 
system 
to 
make some special provision for the 
relief of those in 
the 
situation 
to 
which attention Is here called. In the 
city of McKeesport the other day the 
board of education voted to pay 
the 
toll of school children across a bridge 
connecting two portions of the city— 
a policy it seems to us is but the logi­ 
cal 
conclusion of 
such a situation, 
and for aught we know is the com­ 
mon practice. 
Why 
not 
apply 
the 
same principle In this case and carry 
the 
scholars in certain contingencies 
by street railway free of expense, the 
object In both cases being simply to 
remove 
impediments 
to 
scholars 
availing themselves of school privile­ 
ges to which they are entitled. 
By 
reason of the geographical situation of 
our 
city—stretching as It does 
for 
miles along the 
river, the 
logic of 
some 
such a policy is the more ap­ 
parent and suggests itself as a m atter 
of simple Justice to those residents of 
our city# whose homes are far remov­ 
ed from the city’s Perlan Springs. 
Provisions could be made against 
the abuse of such a policy by a sort 
of “mileage" system—the concession 
being made to those residing say not 
less than a mile from 
the 
nearest 
school in which they are enrolled, the 
board of course reserving the right to 
determ ine the m erits of the case in In­ 
dividual Instances.

Inform ation relating to the condition ; 
and im m ediate w ants of the P h ilip -1 
pine Islands. 
Concluding, the president says: 


P resid e n t H eroin m end* L e g isla tio n . 
“I earnestly recom mend legislation 
under which the governm ent of the 
Islands may have authority to assit 
In their peaceful industrial develop­ 
m ent in the directions indicated by 
th e secretary of w ar.” 
Secretary Root’s letter of tra n sm it-1 
tai is dated Jan. 24, addressed to tile 
president, and is In part as follows: 
“I beg leave to supplem ent my nn- 
nnal report of Nov. 30, 1000, by trails- i 
m ittlng a report m ade by the Phil­ 
ippine commission on th at date, but 
only recently received a t the w ar de­ 
partm ent. 
At the sam e tim e I wish 
to call attention to some conditions i 
existing 
in

Philippine islands 
which indicate th at the developm ent! 
of thnt country along the lines of I 
peaceful Indu trial progress now re­ 
quires the exercise of powers of civil 
governm ent not vested in this depart­ 
m ent. nor in you as m ilitary com m an­ 
der, but requiring a grant of authority 
from tile congress.
